RF IN AUDIO SYSTEMS 


Following are helpful hints for 
clearing up PA system or Hi Fi 
interference. Taken from the 
July, 54 issue of Radio & TV 
News, they can prove quite help- 
ful to those experiencing this type 
of trouble. Also shown is a neat 
filter for 30-50 ohm microphone 
lines (the type usually used with 
PA systems). For higher impe- 
dances, the inductances would be 
greater and the capacitances 
smaller. 


1. Low level lines such as mike 
and turntable pickup should be as 
short as possible to minimize an- 
tenna action. 


2. Try to avoid resonant line 
lengths. 


3. Try small RF chokes in each 
leg of the affected low level & 
line level pairs. 


4. Wave traps may be used in 
audio lines to trap a certain band 
of frequencies. 


5. Use of Low Pass filter shown 
for low level lines. It should be 
built in a shielded box and the 
coils can be closely coupled. 


6. Use line filter condensers in 
amplifiers and power supplies. 


7. Install RF filters in AC pow- 
er lines. 


8. Keep grid and plate leads 
short and well-shielded. 


9. Bypass tube heaters to 
ground with perhaps 100 mmf 
caramic. 


10. Bypass the output tube 
plate to ground with a small cap. 


11. Insert a resistor in series 
with the input tube grid, using a 
pot and ohmeter of resistance box 
to determine the best value 
(which may be about 10,000 
ohms). 


12. Insert about a 2 or 3 mhy. 
choke in the grid lead of the in- 
put tube at the tube pin. (It may 
be necessary to shield the choke 
and check to see if it affects 
freq. response.) 


13. Try bypassing the input 
tube to ground with a very small 
capacitor, perhaps 50 mmf. or 
try a very high res. between these 
points. 


14. Try reversing the AC wall 
plug.

“OM, there’s a fone patch 
on the Freq.” 


Did I hear someone say ‘fone- 
patch’? I have received a lot of 
satisfaction from the pleasure ex- 
perienced by parties for whom I 
have run patches. Most all my 
‘patches’ were some two to four 
years ago. Having recently moved 
to sideband I have somewhat lost 
contact with the ‘fone-patch’ situ- 
ation on AM but I have certainly 
made a horrifying discovery on 
sideband. 


It is entirely possible that the 
abuse of the ‘fone-patch’ privilege 
is general and prevails on AM as 
well as sideband, but I am here 
to tell you, I know it prevails on 
sideband and particularly on 20 
meters. It has almost reached 
the proportion on 20 as to make 
it impossible to have a qso. I 
actually heard a chap invited to 
move off the frequency so that 
a fone-patch could be conducted. 
This fellow replied in a voice that 
used to be unknown on the ham 
bands “I have moved six (6) 
times tonight for fone-patches, 
I’m not moving again, so if you 
can pipe it thru my 2,000 PEP, 
hop to it.” It has come to this 
because of the abuse of the pri- 
vilege of fone-patching and a 
flagrant disregard for the rights 
of others. 


I have run fone-patches, yep, 
lot’s of ’em. Some were pretty 
lengthy too, but most all were 
in the wee small hours for An- 
artica, Asia, and overseas con- 
tacts. In most cases, where no 
commercial service was available. 
Of the Stateside fone-patches, 
everyone has been where an 
emergency existed. 


I was in the act of writing 
this when my September Skip ar- 
rived. I would like to add a hearty 
AMEN to “Down With Uneces- 
sary Phone Patching.” Up to now 
I have wondered if I was the only 
amateur who was alarmed over 
what is taking place on our ham 
bands and am glad to know there 
are others. Ham radio is dear to 
me and I can’t sit by and see the 
best hobby in the world jeopar- 
dized by inconsiderates, be they 
newcomers or old timers, and be- 
lieve me, we have both.

Most of the 
ills stem from a woeful lack of 
consideration for the rights of 
others. We have always had qrm. 
It is the greatest stimulus for 
good operating practices. To ask 
a fellow who has only 25 minutes 
to operate, to qsy all over the 
band so that you can have a clear 
channel to run a fone-patch that 
isn’t important enough for the 
party to make a long distance

FALL OUT 


George Thurston W4MLE, SEC 
Vestern Florida writes: “I’ve 
been sitting in on the Governor’s 
survival course and learning all 
‘kinds of interesting things. Like, 
if there’s no local blast, you have 
) or more hours warning before 
all-out occurs. That’s lots of time 
to move food supplies to your 
shelter, fill up water containers, 
ala hurricanes, etc. 


A frame shell house provides 
a 50 percent protection from fall- 
out radiation. A _ cinder-block 
house provides about a 75 to %0 
percent protection. That is, if 
the radiation level is 1000 R, the 
levei in the center of a cinder 
biock house is about 100 to 200 
R — with no other protections. A 
person can survive 50 R_ per 
hour for a long time with no ap- 
parent ill effects. Merely adding 
lead foil to the attic (1/16 inch 
lead sheet, that is) would improve 
your protection by about another 
50 percent or so. 


Covering your windows with 
lead-foiled shutters ( a-la hurri- 
canes) and/or thickening your 
walls with brick or concrete adds 
further to the protection. Nat- 
urally, three-feet of earth would 
be virtually 100 percent protec- 
tion but that may be neither nec- 
essary nor possible. 


(Editors note: It might be a 
cod idea to wire in your emer- 
gency generator to your shelter 
— if you have one.)

6 METER SSB 


Pat Ferro, WAWAQ 

The past month has shown only 
an oceasional opening for ex- 
tremely short duration. Most 
of the Sideband contacts have 
been within the State, with good 
conditions in northwest and cen- 
tral Florida. 

The terrific band openings ex- 
pierenced in the past months have 
stimulated a number of manu- 
facturers to push along their 6 
Meter equipment for early release 
dates. 

The P & H Electronics Com- 
pany has discontinued their 6 
Meter transmitting converter, 
which was an extremely popular 
item, and has now announced 
their new model, No. 6-150 6 
Meter Transmitting Converter. 

This unit is composed of the 
old P & H 600A Converter, along 
with a 5894 linear on the same 
chassis. This piece of gear will 
convert any 20 Meter SSB, AM, 
or CW exciter to 6 meters. It 
contains a resistive Pi pad, which 
permits operation with any popu- 
lar 10 to 100 Watts SSB exciter. 
This naturally eliminates the need 
for using an external swamping 
device or Attenuator. The unit 
also contains a switchtable half 
power pad for AM exciters. 

Model No. 6-150 has a power 
input to the 5894 final of 150 
Watts PEP for SSB, 120 Watts 
CW, and 67 Watts linear AM. 
The transmitting converter is de- 
signed for 50-70 ohm input and 
output, and contains its own built 
in power supply. The amateur net 
price for this piece of equipment 
is $239.95. 

The availability of this item ap- 
pears to be within the next sev- 
eral months. The writer had a 
long QSO with one of the boys 
from the factory, using a pilot 
model, and it appeared to put out 
quite a good punch for the power. 
Many of the local SSB boys, us- 
ing 5894s are obtaining up to 200 
or more watts for the same type 
of operation, and the difference 
undoubtedly would be due to the 
voltages used, as to what power 
input could be obtained from a 
5894 final. 


Speaking with K9YIA in Indi- 
anapolis, using a pilot model with 
essentially the same type of set- 
up as the P & H model, No. 6-150, 
they expect to have a transmit- 
ting converter and linear combi- 
nation available soon for less 
than $200.00. The prototype the 
were using gave a good account o 
itself on Sideband and AM, and as 
soon as additional information is 
received, it will be published in 
this column. 


VIC W4LIP in Miami, who is 
well known for his exceptional 
talents in VHF communications, 
has for the past year been de- 
signing transmitting converters 
for both 6 & 2 Meters. Over a” 
year ago 2 Meter transmitting 
converter, with a power output of 
7 watts was designed especially 
for this writer. This unit has been 
used for the Hallicrafter HT 32 
Exciter, with excellent results on 
2 Meters. The 7 Watt output from 
this transmitting was used to 
drive the Johnson 6N2 Thunder- 
bolt to IKw. 

VIC W4LIP has announced that 
he will soon have available on a ~ 
limited basis, a 2 meter trans- 
mitting converter containing a 
32.5 me crystal oscillator, which 
will quadruple to 130 me. This 
unit can then be used with a 20 
meter output transmitter for op- 
eration on 2 meters. The tube 
lineup is a 6U8 oscillator, 2-6360 
amplifiers and 2-OA2 voltag 
stablizers. This unit will nav 
sufficient power to drive linears~ 
to a full kw, such as the Johnson 
6N2 Thunderbolt and 4CX 250 
linears, and othe pentodes. 

A similar unit for 6 meters is 
also available, using a 36 me. cry- 
stal oscillator. The tube lineup 
will be a 6U8, 6360, and 2-OA2. 
The unit will have approximately 
7 watts output and will drive 
class AB 1 linears, such as the 
Johnson Thunderbolt to a full 
kw on SSB and AM. 

No price has been set for these 
units, but information can be ob- 
tained from W4LIP. When fur- 
ther information is available, it 
will be included in this column.

possible for John to turn with the 
pressure as it comes from the 
factory. 


K4VNF, the machinist member 
of our club, made stainless steel 
shaft extensions for all controls. 
These extensions stand off the 
panel at different distances from 
the panel. The band switches 
standoff one distance, the tuning 
controls another and so on. 
Angles were turned on these ex- 
tensions so that a portion of the 
shaft runs paralell to the panel. 
The turned portions of different 
lengths combined with the va- 
rious distances from the panel 
enables John to distinguish be- 
tween the controls. Also the turn- 
ed portion gives him a sense of 
direction of where the control 
should be when the rig is properly 
tuned. 


I must admit that I had grave 
doubts if John could ever learn 
to use these controls but in a 
short three weeks, he has master- 
ed them. We are going to improve 
the ground system. We sank ten 
foot ground rods and even though 
this is moist soil we have the 
feeling that the ground can be 
improved. 


We hope to have some pictures 
of all this for the next issue of 
Skip. In the meantime, you boys 
and girls watch for John. I am 
broke down but will be back on 
soon and sure look forward to my 
first QSO with John.

FCC CRACKS DOWN 
ON TV OWNERS 


Two owners of television sets 
have been summoned by the FCC 
to appear at a hearing and ”show 
cause why they should not cease 
and desist” from causing inter- 
ference to nearby radios. This is 
believed to be the first time the 
FCC has found it necessary to 
take action against a TV viewer. 

According to the FCC Miss Nel- 
lie Feaster of Maysville, W. Va., 
a shut in initially complained that 
three neighbors had TV sets 
which radiated signals that dis- 
rupted the radio reception upon 
which she depended for recrea- 
tion. This was verified, the com- 
mission added by FCC field en- 
gineers. 

One set owner took corrective 
action after two letters of warn- 
ing from the commission. The 
other two never replied and the 
FCC took what it called “more 
compelling action.” 

Those ordered to appear at the 
hearing were identified by the 
FCC as Charles Funkhouser and 
Emory Feaster. The commission 
said its action was based on Sec- 
tion 15.69 of the FCC rules, which 
states: 

“The operator of a radio (or 
telephone) receiver regardless of 
tuning range date of manufac- 
ture, or of certification, which 
causes harmful interference” 
have a seal stating that they meet 
the radiation limit requirements. 
Operation of a set manufactured 
after Dec. 31, 1957, which does 
not have the noninterference 
seal or label attached is prohibit- 
ed. 


BOOK REVIEW 


New Sams Book Tells All About 
Ham Radio Maintenance 


Troubleshooting Amateur Ra- 
dio Equipment, by Howard §S. 
Pyle, W70E, is one of the few 
books ever published as a guide 
to hams in the repair and main- 
tenance of their own communica- 
tions equipment. 


Howard Pyle, who has been a 
practicing ham for more than 50 
years — and a former assistant 
U.S. Radio Inspector and FCC 
license examiner — shows his 
keen insight into the problems 
amateurs have in keeping their 
equipment operating properly. 
Realizing the average ham does 
not usually have the background 
nor the test instruments required 
to perform intricate tests and re- 
pairs, his new book concentrates 
on the simpler (and most preva- 
lent) equipment failures — ex- 
plaining in full detail what is 
most likely to be the trouble, and 
the corrective measures anyone 
with a minimum of knowledge 
can employ right in his own 
“shack”, 


Seven chapters and three ap- 
pendices include: Receiver trou- 
bles; Transmitter Troubles; the 
Antenna System; Accessory 
Equipment; Preventive mainten- 
ance; Mobile Equipment; Com- 
ponent Color Codes; Schematic 
Symbols; Popular Equipment 
Schematics. 


An unusual feature of the book 
is the inclusion of several com- 
plete schematic diagrams for 
many of the most popular trans- 
mitters and receivers.

WHAT CAUSES LIGHTNING? 


Lightning was a mystery for 
many years and some things are 
still unknown about it. We do 
know that lightning is caused by 
the earth and clouds assuming op- 
posing electrical charges. The | 
earth is usually positive and the 
clouds negative. A huge condens- 
er is formed using the air as a 
dielectric. When the charge be- 
tween the two “electrodes” be- 
comes high enough, the dielectric 
is broken down with an arc, which 
is simply a flow of electrons. Vol- 
tages at the moment of break- 
through are from 1 million to 1 
billion volts. Lightning is most 
likely to strike the highest ob- 
ject in an area covered by a cloud. © 
The current in an average light- 
nning bolt may be between 250 
and 500,000 amperes. 

Current flow is between the 
earth and the clouds,- but electron 
flow (the flow of the charged] 
particles) is actually from the 
coluds to the earth. 


You can see why adequate pro- 
tection of amateur equipment is 
necessary. Some type of spark 
gap should be provided to short 
the electrical energy to ground 
instead of through the rig. 


The antenna that is struck by 
lightning will probably be dam- 
aged if it is made of wire, but the 
equipment can be saved. The pi- 
net loading capacitors in a trans- 
mitter would are across and save 
the rest of the equipment, but 
with a lightning arrestor, no ex- 
pense of replacement would b 
encountered.
